An appeal based on a collateral 
claim is roughly the same as a normal 
appeal, which involves the faculty 
member pleading his case before the 
Academic Vice President’s Council. 

The difference is that an appeal 
involving a collateral claim intro- 
duces the additional step of a hearing 
before the faculty council on rank and 
status to consider the new issues. 


Here the faculty member appealing 
can submit evidence by written docu- 
mentation or witness’ testimony in 
support of his claims. 

Knowlton said he submitted a writ- 
ten defense of approximately 800 
pages, including more than 100 pages 
of supporting letters from his peers. 

Farr has given no indication of like- 
wise filing an appeal based on collat- 
eral claims. 

Without a collateral claim, her dis- 
continuance appeal would be based 
on the grounds specified — namely 
her scholastic publications and teach- 
ing citizenship. 

Both Farr and Knowlton received 
notice of the discontinuance of their 


faculty status back in June after their 
third-year review, routinely given to 
new faculty before they are granted 
full tenure. 

The recommendation for discontinu- 
ance, made by other faculty and 
approved by the administration, cited 
-shortcomings in the three standard 
areas of review: scholarship and pub- 
lishing, teaching and citizenship. 

Both Farr and Knowlton claim that 
their record in these areas is as good 
as that of their peers, and that the real 
reason for their discontinuance is their 
controversial politics and opinions. 


Florida murders of foreign tourists 


obscure high resident death toll

MIAMI ~— Michael Harvey was shot dead by an 
unknown killer on a dark street the weekend between two 
highly publicized slayings of foreign tourists in Florida. 

Harvey’s stepfather didn’t appear on Oprah. His mother 
wasn’t invited to the governor’s mansion. No European 


‘newspaper wrote an indignant headline. Local reporters 


never even mentioned him. No reward was offered. 

Harvey, 33, took a bullet in the chest late the night of 
Sept. 11. He died in the center of Pierce Street, among 
neat, single-family homes in the black, middle-class 
Miami suburb of Richmond Heights. P 

“We were advised by a passerby that a body was lying in 
a pool of blood,” Metro-Dade police spokeswoman Lizette 
Williams said after leafing through reports to find the case. 


_.Williams added, “We have no subject information, no 


clue as to the motive. We have no suspect.” 

In Florida, many more Michael Harveys die than do for- 
eign tourists. 

Last year, according to Linda Harless, a statistician at the 
Florida Department of Law Enforcement, the state record- 
ed 1,191 murders. Only 22 of the victims were non-resi- 
dents. In 1991, when 1,276 people. were killed, 30 came 
from outside Florida. In 1990, 29 of that year’s 1,387 mur- 
der victims were non-Floridians. 

Such imbalance in the numbers and resultant media 
attention also caught the eye of New York Times colum- 


nist Russell Baker, who wrote the day Harvey would die: 

“Tt’s a sign of the American decline that eight tourists 
murdered in Florida capture national headlines when the 
thousands and thousands of Americans routinely murdered 
cause such little splash. It reverses the old joke about 
American narcissism (‘Two Americans Injured as Asia 
Earthquake Kills 200,000’). When it comes to murder, it’s 
now Americans who don’t matter.” 

On Thursday, Harvey’s stepfather, telephone company 
employee James Latham, buried his stepson after a funeral 
service at Covenant Baptist Church in Florida City. 

He says he can understand why the killings of German 
and British visitors get more attention. 

“T’ve lived in Miami since 1963. I know how it works,” 
Latham said. “This country isn’t geared toward human 
beings. It’s geared toward only one thing — m-o-n-e-y.” 

Lisa Hardeman’s stepson and daughter-in-law were mur- 
dered in 1981-in Palm Beach County. Now she’s a-coun- 
selor for Dade County’s victims services unit. 

It’s unfair to say families in unpublicized cases begrudge 
the attention given the tourist murders, she said. 

“Some people feel very resentful that their case is not 
treated with the same media attention as a police killing or 
a tourist,” she said. “But there are those who don’t want 
any publicity.” 

Most, she said, are in shock. While grieving for their 
loved one, they must deal with police, prosecutors, courts 
and attorneys.

Y students may benefit 
from Israel-PLO accord

The newly signed Israel-PLO accord 
may open up formerly Sensitive areas 
to BYU Jerusalem Center students 
and other tour groups visiting the 
Holy Land. 

Because of the good relations the 
center has with the Israelis and with 
the PLO, the activities of the students 
living there should not be negatively 
affected by the accord, said Robert C. 
Taylor, assistant to President Rex: E. 
Lee for the Jerusalem Center. 

“If anything, it will improve our 
relations,” Taylor said. 

Taylor said he is optimistic about 
the agreement signed Monday, which 
states that the Palestinians will even- 
tually control the Gaza strip and the 
West Bank town of Jericho. 

“We are hopeful about this accord 
with the PLO,” he said. 

Victor Ludlow, an associate profes- 
sor in the ancient scripture department 
of religious studies, has taken several 
tours and three student groups to 
Jerusalem and said he is optimistic 
about the agreement. 

“We will hopefully see a coming 


together of the peoples there rather 
than a growing apart,” he said. 

Students usually spend at least a day 
in Jericho but Taylor was uncertain 
whether the trip will be taken. He said 
he assumes they will still go to 
Jericho. i 

Ludlow hopes that some key bibli- 
cal areas would open up so students 
and study tours could view them. 

“Tt would hope that this would lead 
to an opening up of the whole West 
Bank area,” Ludlow said. “Especially 
those areas where there are some 
important biblical sites, both south 
and north ‘of Jerusalem.” 

In contrast to the relative peace 
between Israel and the PLO, there 
have been terrorist activities against 
tourists in Egypt. 

Although students traveling in Israel 
and Egypt have never been the target 
of a terrorist attack, this summer’s 
Jerusalem Center students did not go 
to Egypt but instead traveled to 
Jordan. 

Taylor said he was unsure if the stu- 
dents in Jerusalem this fall will be 
able to go to Egypt in December or if 
they will travel to Jordan. 


Unions vehement against NAFTA

WASHINGTON — Seeking to 
reassert their political clout after years 
of declining membership and legisla- 
tive setbacks, unions have seized the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement issue early and aggres- 
sively in what promises to be ‘one of 
the fall’s most intense lobbying wars. 

“We'll spend whatever we have to 
spend,” says Thomas R. Donahue, 
secretary-treasurer of the AFL-CIO. 

The effort has blind sided NAFTA 
supporters and left President Clinton 
fighting an uphill battle even before 


he enlisted the help this week of five 
former presidents to lobby for the 
trade pact’s passage. 

“It’s too-late to do a full-blown 
national educational effort,” conceded 
Rep. Bill Richardson, D-N.M., one of 
the leaders of the pro-NAFTA effort 
in the House. 

Majority Whip David Bonior, the 
No. 3 Democratic official in the 
House and an opponent of the pact, 
said if the vote were held next week, 
he would have the votes to defeat 
NAFTA, most of them coming from 
Clinton’s own party. 

And unions, which spent tens of 
millions of dollars last year helping to 


elect Clinton, are promising not to 
relent. 

“We targeted the August recess” 
when lawmakers returned to their 
home district and the White House 
went on vacation, said AFL-CIO lob- 
byist Tom Owens. 

Owens said local union officials 
were asked to invite lawmakers to 
picnics or other gatherings, and to 
“focus in on one issue, and one issue 
only: NAFTA.” 

He said 40 to 45 wavering lawmak- 
ers have committed to oppose 
NAFTA since the campaign began. 
The effort has been made easier by 
the anti-NAFTA campaign bankrolled 


Governor’s family conference at the Salt Palace. See story page 6. 


by billionaire Ross Perot. 

The fight will focus on the House of 
Representatives, which will act first 
on the trade agreement and is where 
majority support seems most elusive. 
A vote is expected sometime this fall. 

NAFTA would create the world’s 
largest common market among 
Canada, the United States and 
Mexico, eliminating tariffs and other 
barriers to trade and investment. 

The pact negotiated by President 
Bush has sharply split the Democratic 
Party and the environment lobby, nor- 
mally cohesive allies, and created 
some unusual alliances. 
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Clinton says health care costs will be uneven 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton said Thursday some people will have 
to pay more under his health-care plan to ensure coverage for all Americans. 

As Clinton spoke, he was surrounded by people brought to the White House 
to tell hard-luck stories of health coverage. 

“J don’t want to pretend that this is all going to be easy, but it seems to me 
that it’s a fair thing to say everyone in America should make some contribution 
to his or her own health insurance and all employers should make some contri- 
bution,” he said. 

Clinton’s plan will require workers and employers to work together to elimi- 
nate health care horrors: losing jobs or insurance over illnesses and staying with 
bad jobs only because of insurance coverage. 

Even those Americans who enjoy health care coverage are afraid it won’t be 
there next month or next year. 

“They want us to take action to give them the-security that all Americans 
deserve,” Clinton said. 

The plan would require businesses to pay 80 percent of workers’ premiums. 
No company would have to pay more than 7.9 percent of payroll for coverage, 
and there would be subsidies for some small businesses to pay as little as 3:5 
percent. 


Economy up, led by shrinking trade deficit 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. trade performance is improving after sharp 
deterioration early in the summer, and industrial production is rising moderate- 
ly — two signs the economy may be starting to emerge from its funk. 

The deficit shrank 14 percent in July to an adjusted $10.3 billion, down from 
a five-year high of $12.1 billion in June, the Commerce Department said. 

The Federal Reserve reported that August production at factories, mines and 
utilities rose 0.2 percent, a small increase in a sector that has been struggling. 

Neither the trade nor the production numbers were considered a sign of robust 
economic activity, but some analysts were encouraged. 

“Tm getting the sense that the economy, which has been in a funk for the past 
three or four months; now is building up to stronger growth,” said economist 
Mark Zandi of Regional Financial Associates. 


Astronauts practice telescope repairs 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Two astronauts acting as Hubble Space 
Telescope mechanics twisted ‘bolts and tried out a swivel work platform 
Thursday in NASA’s final spacewalk before the real repair job in December. 

Crewmen Carl Walz and James Newman tested a power ratchet and five other 
Hubble tools during their seven-hour spacewalk. 

“Great show today you guys,” said Mission Control’s Gregory Harbaugh, a 
backup spacewalker for the Hubble Space Telescope mission. Flight controllers 
applauded in the background. 

The flight director for the Hubble repair mission, Milt Heflin, said the space- 
walk was “a confidence builder, a day that I consider adding to our margins for 
success.” 

The first-time spacewalkers spent most of their outing working along the edge 
of Discovery’s payload bay. At times, they dangled overboard as the shuttle 
whizzed around the world, their tethered tools floating around them. 

A record five and possibly seven spacewalks are planned for the 11-day tele- 
scope repair mission. 


IRS cracks down on Utah tax protesters 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Internal Revenue Service and the state Tax 
Commission on Thursday announced what they say is an unprecedented crack- 
down on tax protesters. 

Federal authorities say the number of Utahns who have notified the IRS that 
they intend to challenge its taxing authority has tripled in the past three years, 
said IRS spokeswoman Jan Hadley. 

Some 10,000 Utahns owe 1992 taxes but haven’t filed, Hadley said. The IRS 
estimates that as many as 2,000 of them may be protesters who are intentionally 
ignoring the law. 

“But this is not just a tax issue,” she said. “It’s a consumer issue. People are 
paying good money for bad information.” 

What they are buying, sometimes at a cost of up to $3,000, are packets of 
documents containing. misleading and false claims about schemes citizens can 
use to avoid taxes. 

The arguments range from the profound to the bizarre. Many are based on 
obscure and outdated legalisms or unusual interpretations of the Constitution. — 

Among the strangest: that the 14th Amendment, which granted citizenship to 
former slaves, can be interpreted that only blacks have to pay federal income

Adding advanced writing 
may be easier in future

Revised registration procedures for 
general education-required advanced 
writing courses may make adding the 
class easier for many of the estimated 
12,000 students who still need the 
class to graduate. 

Gary L. Hatch, associate coordinator 
of composition in the English depart- 
ment, said most sections of advanced 
writing had been filled when students 
arrived for classes this fall, making it 
difficult for students hoping to add 
the class by card to find an available 
seat. 

Hatch said that adding advanced 
writing classes can be more difficult 
than adding freshman English, which 
may be added by phone after the first 
day of class. 

“To find sections adding by card, 
you have to go to different classes,” 
he said, and finding the right section 
to fit a student’s schedule can some- 
‘times be very difficult. 

Grant M. Boswell, coordinator of 
composition in the English depart- 
ment, said things became even more 
complicated this semester when an 
unexpected number of students 
dropped the course during the first 
week of class, leaving empty spaces 
in many sections that did not fill 
quickly. 

“We were a little bit alarmed 
because we know that there are a lot 
of students who need to take 
advanced composition,” Boswell said. 

He said that although classes are 
beginning to fill up again, the large 
number of drops still concerns him. 
He said he would like to make sure 
students who need the class have the 
opportunity to add it to their sched-

He noted that students have been 
required to add‘the class by card in 
order to give priority to seniors, 
adding that registration procedures 
will probably change for the future. 

“We are going to probably rethink 
[adding by card], because the phone 
registration has been very effective in 
getting the freshman English class 
filled,” he said. 

Revisions to the phone registration 
system last April that allow seniors 
first priority in registration will make 
it easier to revise the registration sys- 
tem. 

The proposed registration proce- 
dures would be similar to those used 
for freshman English. 

Ronald A. Bybee, academic sched- 
uling officer in registration, said 
changing to an add-by-phone system 
after classes begin should aid in fill- 
ing up empty seats more quickly. He 
said administrators have drawn up 
plans for a new registration system 
for advanced writing courses, includ- 
ing a possible waiting list accessible 
through the system. 

“Our assessment is that the demand 
will continue,” Bybee said. “We are 
trying to improve and advance our 
long-range planning.” 

One solution to meeting the demand 
of advanced writing courses will be 
adding more sections next semester,
